as to the carrying out of the legisla­ 
tive will expressed in the statuta.” 
, The construction generally placed 
upon the American note is that it con­ 
clusively demonstrates the view of the 
Washington government tnat the e x ­ 
clusion law is a closed incident 
and 
that no attempt to modify or alter its 
terms is to be expected. 
Secretary Hughes in the note which 
he prepared with utmost care, ex­ 
presses pleasure over the “friendliness 
and candor.” of the protest communi­ 
cation delivered to him by Ambassa­ 
dor Hanihara, May 31.

The newspapers are 
stressing the alleged confession of a 
man arrested by the Milan police, who 
said his name is Otto Chirszef and who 
declared that he was employed by the 
political opponents of Matteotti to foh 
low and spy on the socialistic deputy.
